ABYSSINIANS DEFEATED.

An Army of 3,000 Men Overwhelmed
at Somnliland.

London, Oct, 13.-J, Deénnett Stand-
ford, who has just returned from tak-
ing part in an expedition to Somali-
land, bringg news of the annlhilation
at the end of June of an Abyssinian
army of 3,000 men under the control of
the famous gencral, Ras Mackonnen.
Mr. Btandford sald today:

“While in the interior we came neross
# powerful Somall ehief who had just
returned from the fight. He told that
the Abyeginlan force had been ralding
down the Webhe-Shebeyll river. The
Somalig ‘then overwhelmed them, al-
lowing only sixty men to go back with
the news of the defeat. Ras Mackon-
nen was killed. The affalr occurred
about one hundred miles from where
we were, The whole neighborhood is
still greatly excited,”

ROCKAFELLOW SENTENCED.

Will Spend a Yenr in the Eastern
Penitentiary,

Wilkes-Darre, Oct. 1.—=F. V, Rocka-
fellow, the former banker, convicted
of receiving deposits when he knew his
bank to be Insolvent, was today sen-
tenced to one year in the Eagtern penl-
tentiary and fined 21,400, This is the
second sentence Imposed on Rockafel-
1ow, who is seventy years old and quite
feeble,

On his first conviction he was sen-
teneced to two yeurs, and there are still
half « of Indictments hanging
over him, on each of which he can be
re-arrested and tried.
